Is it, therefore, an even chance that all 
three coins will be alike. Mr, Galton says 
it i# not an even chanos, and that the man 
who bets bis money on sucha theory would 
Tose In the end. Ho says the relative 
oharioe of all three coins turning up alike 
istwo toeight, and he figares it outio 
this way; There are two different aud 
equally probable ways iz whioh aooln may 
turn up; thore are four ways in which two 
coins may torn up, and there are eight 
ways in which threa coins may doo, Of 
these olght ways ono is all heads and 
another all la, Whilo it is 
obanco whether a third coin ts h 
tails, it fs notan even chance that the third 
coin will turn the samo as the other two, 

In order to teat the matter, Mr. Galton 
tossed three coins eight times. Only twice

Orrawa, Ont,, July 4.—In the Honse 
last night the following resolution was 
moved by Mr. Edgar impenohing Sir Hootor 
Langevin and Sir Adolphe Caron 
“That from the publio trial and conylc- 
tion of Thomas McGreevy nnd N, K, 
Connelly for conspiracy to defraud, and 
from evidence aud papers nlready bofore 
this Houwo, it appenra that large portious 
of the moneys which were found upon 
anid trial to have been criminally received 
by the anid Thomas MeGresvy from the 
Government contractora wore #o rocoived 
by him for the purpose of being exponded 
in elections in the interest of the Couserva. 
tive party and for distribution by Sir 
Hector Langevin, M. P., and Sir Adolphe 
Caron, M.P., for the olection of themselves 
and of other supporters of the Government 
ae general oloctions held in February, 


“That it farther appears that large por 

tions of the said monoys, together with 
other large sums collected by Sir Adolphe 
Caron from those interested in Govern- 
mental railway subsidies, were expondod 
and distributed by Sir Hector Langevin 
and Sir Adolpbe Caron, and in lavish and 
illegal ainounts, to nasist in the election of 
themselvow and of other mpporters of tho 
Government in the district of Quebec at 
the general elections of 1887. 

“That the said Sir Hector Langevin and 
Sir Adolphe Caron were then, and now 
are, members of this House. and on the 
roll of Her Majosty’s Privy Councillors for 
Qanada, andthe said Sir Adolphe Caron 
is a Cabinet Minister and Postmaster 
General, 

“That, in theopinion of this House, the 
said Sir Hector Langevin and Sir Adolphe 
Caron wre deserving of the severest censure 
for their connection with the said tranaac- 
tions and that it is a public scandal and an 
injury to the reputation of Canada that

PROHIBITIONISTS IN CONVENT\ON, 


The French Treaty Condemned 
Chiniquy Creates a Soene, 
Montnean, Jnly 4.—At the afternoon 
seasion of the National Prohibition Com. 
mittee, committees were appointed on 
finance, political nction and resolutions, 
and a number of motions were referred to 
Thom. The convention conmidered tho re 
port of the Dominion Alliance and n dis 
cussion ensued on its recommendations, 
which declared that the tine had come 
whon the Canadian Parliament aliould 
enact legisiation for the total prohibition 
of the liqnor traffic; that the provincial 
logilaturos should wi all the power they 
re pd towarda the same end; that pro- 
hibition oamdidates stonld be nominated 
and sopported wherever nocossary, After 
some discussion the report wan adopted, 

Mr, Sydnoy Fisher submitted a resolu 
tion to the convention condemning the 
Fronch treaty now before Parliamont for 
ratification, in so far an it providos facili 
ties for the importation of liqnor. Tho 
rovolution was roferred to the committos 
on resoldtions, ‘he report was finally 
adopted. 

Roy. Father Chiniquy managed to come

“We have been deliberately and mali- 
clously misrepresented, but we have borne 
it all with unwavering faith that the truth 
| will finally and powerfully prevail. We 
firmly believe our cause is just, and while 
we hold that belief we will not recede, It 
| has been asked what sense {s there in sym- 
pathetic strikes? Let the corporations 
answer. When one is assailed all goto 
the rescue, They stand together; they 
supply each other with men, money and 
equipments, 

“Labor in unifying its forces simply 
follows their example. If the proceeding 
is vicious and indefensible let them first 
abolish it, In this contest labor will stand 
by labor. Other organizations will not be 
called out, but they will go ont and the 
spectacle of Mr. Pullman fanned by the 
breezes of the Atlantic while his employees 
are starving is not caloulated to prevent 
their fellow wage workers from going to 
their rescue by the only means at their 
command, Let me repeat that we stand 
ready todo our part toward averting the 
imponding crisis, If the corporations re 
fuse to yield and stubbornly maintain that 
there is nothing to arbitrate, the responsi- 
bility for what may eneue will be upon 
thelr own hands and they cannot escape its 
peualties.””

FIRED RAILWAY CARS 


Serious Depredations Committed by 
the Lawless Mob, 


THE STRIKE STILL SPREADING 


ident Cleveland Insists on Sending 
Federal Aid to Quell the Disorder 
in Chicago—Buffalo Men Or~ 


Cuicago, July 7.—The mob at 89th 
street began throwing stones last ovening 
at the policemen who were on daty there, 
The polloe attempted to arrest the ring- 
loaders when the latter made a rush for 
the officers and pounded and kicked them 
until the police retreated. Thoy called on 
Captain O'Neill for assiatance and he re- 

sponded with 60 police who charged upon 
| the crowd with clubs Soveral persona in 

the mob suffered scalp wounds, ‘The 
crowd grow rapidly and numbered nearly 

6,000 boys and Two more fires wero 
oning within 80 minntes of 
ooh other. and thore scemed to be a de- 
termined effort to destroy the stock yarda, 

One of tho men shot at Kensington yos- 
torday was William Insliner, and he is 
said to have beon fatally wounded, Miohi- 
gan Central Detective Stark fired the shot 
and the mob tried to lynch him, but be 
was safely landed in the Kensington jail, 
and from there taken to the city by the 
police. Fifty policomen from the Hyde 
park station dispersed the mob, 

Care Burned by the Mob, 


Curcaco, July 7.—Two hundred and 
twonty-five freight carson the Panhandle 
tracka betweon 45th and 59th streets wore 
totally dostroyed by fire between 6 and 8 
o'clock. The police wore utterly poworless, 
They were not even noticed by the strikers, 
who wont to work at once. Bunches of 
Wasto were stolen from awitchmon’s shan- 
tow and soaked with the ‘*dopo” used in 
oiling the cars, which made an excellent 
torch, They suddenly stopped thoir in, 
cendiariam and tarned their attention to 
toaring up awitchos, After a number had 
been rendered usel the mob continued 
on ite way southward, 

At Forty-Eighth street is situated the 
station of the combined roads, This was 
fired and quickly destroyed. A strong 
wind was blowing and the flames quickly 
spread across three or four tracks, which 
Were filled with cars. ‘Ihe railroad people 
say that thore were fifty cars there, forty 
of which were loaded, All were soon a 
mass of flames. Abont thirty of the care 
wore filled with coal and the heat was in- 
tense, Fifteen of the carscontained meat 
from the big packing houses of Armour, 
Swift and Nelson Morris, 

Upon the pnpreaon of the fire and police 
departments the mob turned about and 
started for the city. On thoir way to 47th 
streot they set fire to all cars they had 
missed in their hurried trip southward, 

A mob of about 500 people has held al- 
most complete sway in the territory in- 
cluding the towns of Kensington, Burn- 
aide, Fordham and Grand Crossing on the 
outekirta of the city along the Illinois 
Contral tracks, During the day two mon 
were shot by arailroad detective who was 
with difficulty protected from the in- 
furiated mob; upwards of 200 cars, some 
of them Pullman sleepers were burned, 
‘These depredations continued until late 
into the night, The force of deputies and 
the one company of regulars under com- 
mand of Captain De Jamar being totally 
inadequate to afford protection to the im- 
meonse amount of railroad property to 
which the incendiaries had free access, 

The first regiment, L N. G, was 
ordered to the scene, but the mob was fore- 
warned and disappeared before tho arrival 
of the militia, J 

The ministers of the city have called a 
meeting of citizens in favor of peaceful 
arbitration as a settlement of the great 
strike. It will be held to-morrow after- 
hoon at 8 o'clock at Battery D armory.

This makes a total of 10,000 armed and 
mostly drilled men, that at less than an 
hour's notice can be placed in the field 
against the mob, Reports are being scat- 
tered broadcast to the effect that martial 
law willin all probability be declared in 
Chicago; that General Miles has advised 
the authorities at Washington that such a 
course is mecessary and that the Third 
Infantry had been ordered from Fort 
Snolling, Minn. General Miles said that 
the report from the beginning to end was 
a baselesa fabrication, ‘I believe,” he 
sald, ‘that the worst has been seen and 
that from now on the sitaation will show 
continuous improvement.”. 

Cuicaco, SAE 7.—Early thie morning a 
mob of 800 or 400 began burning cars in 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quinoy yards 
at Hawthorne, seven miles out. Four had 
been destroyed and it was reported that 
many other fires were springing up in dif- 
forent parta of the yards. There was no 
police protection there beyond one or two 
officers and the militia was seven miles 
away, Sixty freight cars on the Wisconsin 
Central at the Glet atreet yards wore de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Ono million 
dollara worth of property belonging to the 
railroad and residents of the neighborhood 
is endangered.

REV. DR. TALMAGE TALKS OF THE 


FLOWERS OF THE CHURCH. 


Vrom a Far Land the Great Brooklyn

Bnooxuyy, July 1.—Rey. Dr. Talmage, 
who ja now nearing Australia on his roand 
} the world journey, has selected as the sub: 
| ject for Lis sermon through the press to 
\ day, '"be Royal Garden,” the text being 
taken from Solomon’a Song y, 1, *'T am 
coine iuto my garden,” 

The world: has had a groat many beaati 
ful gardons, Charlemagne added to the 
glory of bis reign by deoreeing that they 
be established all through the reali—de- 
croolug even the names of the flowers to be 
planted there. Henry IV, at Montpollier, 
established gardens of bewitching beauty 
and Juxuriance. One of the aweatost spots 
on earth was the gardon of Shenstone, t 
poot, His writings have made bat little 
impression on the world, but his garden, 
“The Leasowes; "will beimmortal. Arbor 
and terrace and slope. aud rustic tomple 
and reservoir and urn and fountain here 
had thoir crowning. Oak and yew and 
hazel put forth their richest foliage, There 
was no Hfo more deligent, ado soul more 
ingenious than that of Shvietone,’ and all 
that diligence and gonits were brought to 
the adornment of that one treasured wpot, 
He gaye £300 for it, Ho sold it for £17,- 
000, 


And yet I am to toll you of a richer 
gardon than any Ihayo mentioned. It is 
the gardon spoken of in my text, the gar- 
den of the church, which belongs to 
Christ, for my toxt 6a Ho bought it, 
ho planted it, he owns it, and he shall have 
it. Walter Scott, in his outlay at Abbota- 
ford, ruined his fortune, And now in tho 
crimeon flowers of those gardens you can 
almost think or imagine that you seo the 
blood of that old man’s broken heart, The 
yayment of that last £100,000 sacrificed 
ite Bat I have to toll you that Christ's 
life and Christ’s death were tho outlay of 
this beautiful garden of the church of 
whioh my text speaks, Ob, how many 
sighs and tears and pangs and agonics! 
Tell me, ye women who saw him hang! 
Tell me, ye executioners’ who lifted him 
and let bim down! Tell moe, thou sun 
that didet hide ye rocke that fell! “Christ 
loved the church and’ gave himeelé for it,” 
If, then, the garden of the church belon, 
to Christ, certainly he has a right to walk 
init Come, then, O blessed: Jesus, this 
morning, walk up-and down these-alsles 
and plook what thou wilt of sweetness for 
thyself. 

The churoh, in my text, is appropriately 
compared to « garden, because it is a place 
of choice flowers,’ of select fruits and of 
thorongh irrigation. 

That would be a strange garden in whioh 
there were no flowers, If nowhere else, 
they will be along the borders or at the 
gateway, Tho homelioat taste will dictate 
something, if it be the old fashioned holly: 
hock or dahlia or daffodil or coreopsis, but 
if there be larger meads thon you will find 
the Mexican cactus and dark veined arbu- 
telfon and blazing azalea and clustering 
oleander. Well, now, Christ comes to hia 

arden, und he plants there some of the 

rightest #plirits that ever flowered npon 
the world. Some of them are violets un- 
conspicuous, but sweet in heaven. You 
haye tosearch for such spirits to find them. 
You do not see them very often perhaps, 
but you And where they have been by the 
brightening face of the invalid, and tho 
Aprig of geraviam on the stand, and the 
window curtains keeping out the glare of 
the sunlight, These Christians in Christ's 
garden are not like the sunflower, gaudy 
ia the light, but whenever darkness hovers 
over # soul that needs to be comforted 
there they stand, night blooming cereuses. 
But in Christ's garden there are plants 
that may be better compared to the Mexi- 
can cactus —thorns without, loveliness 
within—men with sharp points of chafac- 
ter.

Then, a# t> the pledge that no cattle 
from the United States would be allowed 
to enter Canada, except in bond, as above, 
the Government almost at once violated 
the pledge and allowed cuttle from the 
infected districts of the Western States to 
be imported into the Northwest Territory 
and Manitoba, without being first quaran- 
tined, and in fact with but tolerable in- 
spection, After the Imperial Governy 
ment, in 1886, wrote as they did to the 
Canadian Government warning them of 
the existence of pleuro-pneumonia in the 
WestornStaces,and-autioning them against 
any laxity, and calling their attention to 
newspaper articles which had reached 
them to the effect that American cattle 
from th lected districts had been im- 
ported into the Northwest, still the 
government allowed such importation to 
goon, And in one year after such warn- 
ing thero were imported into the North- 
west over 13,000 head, 

The fact then is that at last thefmperial 
Government schedulod Canada, not only 
because Canadian cattle sent to England 
wore found affected with pleuro-pneumoniat 
but because of the insufficiency of the 
regulations providing for the carriage of 
American cattle in bond through Oanada. 
This scheduling of our cattle is due en+ 
tirely to the neglect and incapacity of the 
government, which thus entailed a loss of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars on the 
farmers of Canada. What will the Tory 
Papers, that had so much to say about the 
sale by the Ontario Government of one 
calf whose mother was deceased, Bay to 
this well authenticated incompetency sod 
neglect of the Ottawa government ?

Tho mob listened to the reading of the 
dinpatch in silence, bat when the shoriff 
had concluded it sent up ayell of defiance. 
At4 p.m. the train that brought the second 
detachment of regulars was run into the 
Monon yards, Just then several freight 
cars wore dumped on tho track a block and 
a half tothe north, 

The mob then assembled at the State- 
street crossing, when » rope was thrown 
around a Pullman oar standing on o 
side track, with the evident inten- 
tion of throwing it overon the main track 
and preventing the further passage of a mail 
train that had just arrived. There 
wore regulars on the engine, regulars 
onthe roof and regulars at the oar win- 
dows, all of them waiting for just such o 
condition as was now imminent. A volley 
was poured from engine roof and windows. 
Home of the bullets took offect, and the 
regulare made for solid earth, aod with 
fixed bayonets mado a dash for the mob on 
both sidow of the track. 

This manoeuvre was hardly necessary, 
obscured by the smoke the mob had taken 
to its heols. 

The firing of the regulars created inten 
rage and excitement, Hundreds of the 
mob rushed to thoir homes and returned to 
the noone with rovolvers and shotguns, de- 
claring their intention of killing every man 
wearing an army uniform. 

In tho meantime a dead line had beon 
thrown out. Beyond it Mayor Reilly 
mounted a box car and pleaded with and 
prayed to the crowd to be calm and com- 
mit no further violence.

Roseate promises of assintance were held 
out toall the mon when Dobs requested 
them to come out, and faith was pat in 
theso pledges.

A Million Mon Idle By the Atrike — 
82,000,000 of Property Destroyed. 


Cuicago, July 7.—An afternoon paper 
says: Competent authority estimates the 
property lous in thia oity by the fire and 
wasto during the lant 10 day. 2,000,000, 
a lous traceable directly to the atrike, But 
that vast amount is insignificant in com- 
parison to the los duo to m sacrifice of 
wages and paralysis of business, Tho rail- 
road tic-up has thrown not less than 200,000 
railroad omployos out of work, and now it 
is announced, as the result of a 
careful cany that industrial  os- 
tablishments in Chicago and its en- 
virona employing 100,000 men 
shut down until tho strike 
Other manufacturing communities through- 
out the west are doing the same thing, and 
it is notan exaggeration to atate that the 
ranke of idlera in the west will be inoreased 
a million men by reason of the strike. Tho 
western country is therefore losing $2,000,- 
000 a day in wages, catimeting tho pay of 
the mon atthe low syorage of $2 a day. 
On the basis of the oatimate of men out of 
work in Chicago now by reason of the 
strike the workingmen sro contributing 
$300,000 a day in lost wages and $300,000 
more in (irafta upon their resources for the 
cost of living, or a daily total of $600,000.

the spokesman had concluded retired with 
Attorney John S, Runnells of the Pullman 
Company for consultation. Tho delay 
was of brief duration.

President Wickes’ stern face the tull 
answer he would make. The fooling was 
intonse and tho little throng composed of 
committeemen and members of the press 
waited breathlessly for him to spoak, 
Addressing .Alderman MoGillen Mr. 
Wickes said: ‘*Tne Pallman Company has 
nothing to arbitrate,” 

Then there was # painfulsilence, Aldor- 
man MoUillon seemed paralyzed for a mo- 
ment. He could not believe tho Pullman 
company would assume a responsibility so 
ra 

. “Am I to understand,” he slowly said, 
at the Pullman company refuso this 
slight request, made at so grave an hour 
and upon which so much depend 
“The Pullman company bas nothing to 
arbitrate,” slowly reiterated Vice-President 
Wickos, 

Ald. MoGillen said with great impres- 
sivencas: ‘Mr, Wickes, your company da- 
mands the police protection of the Federal 
Government, the atate ot Illinois, the 
County of Cook and the city of Chicago, 
and yot you utterly ignore a fair request 
made by the city, a 1equest tho funda. 
mental idea of which is the preservation of 
peace. Wo have come to you as conserva- 
tors of the peace, and you have assumod 
grave responsibilities in thue refusing tho 
request wo mako—a esponsibility greater 
perhaps than you are aware,” 

“hore is principle involved in this mat: 
tor,” said Mr, Wickes, which the Pullman 
Company will not surrender, Lt is that 
omployors must be pormitted to run their 
business in their own way and without in- 
terference from their employers or from 
anybody clee. We shall not allow anyone 
to tell us how our business shall be 
conducted and we shall not consent to 
arbitration, Our business is our own private 
affair, and we want no interference from 
fodoral or state or any othor Government.” 
Thero was nothing moro to say. One 
hundred thousand men will quit work to- 
morrow night for an indefinite period in a 
contest for the pringiple of arbitration,

New Youk, July 10.—Gen. Tracy made 
slongthy argument yesterday in the 
Court of Oyor and Torminor bofore Justice 
Barrett of the Supreme Court for » atay 
of proveedings and a cortifioate of reason:

Thin ie shown by 
the testimony of Mr. Dun, Atleast 75 por 
cout. of the cheques drawn wore penned by 
Mr, Wiman, and instead of drawing 836,000

General Tracy then raised the question 
that it was the province of tho jury to say 
and determine as to whether the alleged 
forgerion wore committed with criminal in- 
tent or whother he acted under a miscon- 
coption of his righta. and prerogatives 
priorly exercinod. ‘Not only tho criminal 
wot but the criminal intent must be deter. 
mined by the jury, and Judge Ingraham, ia 
contravention of the laws as laid down in 
the case of the poople v. Stokes, chargod 
tho jury first, asa matter of law, that tho 
detendant had no right to the money and 
second, that if ho took it with intent to 
cheat and defraud his co-partners, ho had 
committed a felony, 


It was inslated that Justice Ingrabam erred 
when ho told the jury if they found that 
Wiman wrote Bullinger'’a indorsoment and 
took the proceeds wrongfally to vse for bim- 
self it must have been with criminal Intent 
ond forgery, Gen, Tracy claimed that this 
was a question for the jury and that the 
charge loft them no power to consider 
whether Wimau thought he had the right to 
use Bullinger’a name aa that of a flotitious 
endorser, 

"Justice Ingraham orred in refusing to 
cbargo at my request thatthe jury must fad 
a criminol] futent before they could convict,” 
urged Gon, ‘Tracy, 

Gon, Tracy urged that it was for the jury 
to determine whether Wiman bad the right 
to draw cheques for the firm of R. G. Din 
& Co., the right to draw moro than$ 3000 
a month for hia own personal uses and 
the right to use the names of payocs 
ax fictitious oames in indorsoments, oD, 
Tracy insisted that as Wiroan liad the power 
to draw cheques in the name of the Ara any 
bumber of fraudulent fodorsements on the 
ebeque couldnot moke it o fraud on the 
firm and nobody else paid any monoy, 
“Again Linsisit if Wiman believed be bad 
the right todraw this chequo and use Bulle 
inyer’s name aso fictitious payce, there was 
no fraudulent intent and be could not be 
guilty of a orline,” 

“Ab, but you bave anid that there is no 
contention that Wiman was empowered to 
sign Bullinger’s nome,” retorted Judge 
Borrott, ‘If that is so your argument 
might extend to the pickpocket, and say that 
the plokpocket inserting bis band in the 
pocketof another did not intend to do a 
criminal action because he believed that he 
had a right to take another pocketbook," 
Assiatant District Attornoy Lindsay, 
‘gulug in opposition, said that Mr. Wiman 
t to the cashier of R.G. Dun & Co, and 
instructed bim to make out tho cheque in 
question to E, W. Bullioger, Mr. Witten 
told the cashiev that Mr. Bulilnger wanted 
#oWe Money OV acount of the $15,000 or so 
that was due bim, This statement was 
falas, 

Mr, Lindsay col¥aned, saying that the 
cheque was signed in a disguised hand. Then 
Mr, Lindsay went on to show that, unless tie 
amount of this particular cheque was paid to 
Mr, Wiman's private bank account that day, 
Mr. Wisiav would. have overdrawo bia 
nocount something like $5000. Mr, Lind- 
say then quoted from the evidence 
ot the trial to show that Mr, 
Wimano bad admitted that be had used 
the name of Bullinger withoat authority 
from Bullipger, Continuing, Mr. Lindsay 
enid that the people would conterd that on 
Nr, Wiman’s ows coufession he was guilty 
of forgery, In support of this Mr, Lindsay 
called attention to the cheque of Jan, 7, 
which Mr, Wiman bad signed “E, W. Bull- 
inger,” and bad placed “W" under the name, 
Trois showed that Mr. Wiman bad no right 
to sign Mr. Bullinger’s name, said Mir, 
Lindsay. 

Hoe then cited from the evidence how Mr, 
Winan had paid $1000 to the Press Club and 
bad charged itto Dun & Co., and how Mr, 
Wiman bad committed other crimes of a like 
nature which showed ombezzlement, As to 
the crimival intent Mr. Linusay said that 
was fully shown; Witnan wos never 
anything but ac yo ond bad never con- 
sidered» himself a payin Ip our opinion 
the question is: Do these acts complained of 
covstitute forgery?! We eonteud they do. 

If your honor thinks otherwise then this 
dofendant is ontitied to a certificate of rea- 
sonable doubt, Wo thiuk, however, the 
higher ovurt will indorse our views. The 
{ntont to defraud is clearly shown by Mr, 
Wiman having put Bullioger’s nome on the 


cheque. The payeu's name to the cheque 
wos authority for the bank to pay 
the mony.” ‘The point at issue ie 
the question of intent to dofraud, 
Judge tograbacs gavo a more liberal con- 
struction to the exceptions made by the 
counsel for Mr, Wiman, Mr. Liudsay cited

SEVEN STATES UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Chicago and Californin Are Now the 
Btorm Ooentros o Btrike—At Detroit 
and Many Other Voints strikers Me. 
tara To Work — Several Kouds mutt 


letely Tied Up, 


On1oaco, July 10,—Lt is war to the knife, 
and the knife to the bi The powers 
have apoken, and the most tremendous 
strike known to history will bo inaugurated 
to-night when the evening whistles blow 
and 100,000 men lay down theie work, nob 
j to return until tho Pullman boycott is 
aottle 

Yeatorday waa the most quict day Chicago 
haa oxperienced since the groat Pallman 
boycott was declared. But it was the quiet 
that precedes tho storm, and ben 
‘ atrange atillness the 
ie events cou atch the ominous rumb- 

ling of an industriat cyclone, threatening 
dread disaster and fearful destruction, a 
storm whose awful portonts nous may read, 
and whose vast consequences none may 
forecast, 

The atrike will be augmented by the 
practical cowsation of all industry, and tho 
almost complete paralysis of commerce in 
and about tho city, Atv a meeting com- 
posed of delegates from all of the 
trades unions in Chicago in Uhlich’s 
Hall last night, it was determined 
that «a last attempt be made to 
get the Pullman Company to arbitrate ite 
differences with its workingmen,and a com- 
mittee of seven was appointed to call upon 
the Mayor with o view to securing the co- 
operation of prominent business men in 
securing from the Pallman Company the 
concession asked for—arbitration. 

A brief meeting was beld in the Mayor's 
office, which adjourned to another meeting 
with the City Council Committee on Arbi- 
tration. At the latter meeting Ald. Mo- 
Gillen, chairman of the Council Committee, 
jee suggestion that a committee be 


appointed who should investigage and de- 
termine whethor the Pullman Company's 
Statement that there was nothing to 
arbitrate was true and just; thet 
the committee be composed of two members 
named by the Pullman Company, two to 
be named by the judges of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County and the fifth by the 
four firat chosen, The suggestion was 
adopted by tho joint committee anda sub: 
committee appointed to present the pro- 
position to the Pullman Company, This 
oommittee was composed of the Council 
Committee: Ald. MoGillen, Marrener, 
Muelhoofer and Powers and Messrs, Eldor- 
{ kin, Ryan and Laindholm representing the 
trodes unions, 

The sub-committee repaired at once to 
tho office of Vice-President Wickes of the 
Pullman Co.aud requested an interview with 
that gentleman, It was granted and then 
followed a scene which bids fair to rivalin 
historic interest and importance any event 
in the history of livicr me vercaemen 
present felt the extreme gravity of the hour 
and the silence through which the voices of 
tho speakers seomed painfully distinct was 
oppressive. ” 

“Do you come as an official of the city?” 
Mr. Wickes asked the alderman, 

“I do,” replied Mr. McGillen, 

“Do you represent the Muyorin this 
matter?” inquired the Pullman official. 

‘The Mayor will endorse our action here,” 
the aldorinan replied. 

Ald, McGillen placed before Mr, Wickes 
the proposition as suthorized by the full 
committee, Once, as the alderman halted 
for ov instant,Mr. Wickes said: **The com 
pany cannot recedo from the position it has 
already taken. 

The interjection aroused Ald, McGillen, 
and he eloquently portrayed tho situation 
in oll its bearings and the inevitable conse- 
quences unless o settlement were reachod. 

Mr, Wickes listened attentively. Hoe 
seomed touched by the appeal, and when 
the spoxesman had concluded retired with 
Attorney John S, Runnells of the Pullman 
Company for consultation. The dolay 
was of brief duration. When he re- 
turned everyone prosent read in Vice- 
President Wickes’ stern face the tull 
er he would make. The feeling was 
intense and the little throng composed of 
committeemon and members of the prose 
waited breathlessly for him to spook. 
Addressing Alderman McGillen = Mr. 
Wickes anid: ‘Tne Pullman Company has 
nothing to arbitrate.” 

Then there was a painfulsilence. Alder- 
mau MoUillen seemed paralyzed for a mo- 
ment, He could not believe the Pullman 
company would assume a responsibility so 
grave.

The author of an article on ‘The Earth

CHARLTON MOVES VOLE OF CENSURE 


The Motion Kejeoted A:

Orrawa, July 18.—After routine and 
the advancement of a couple of Government 
moasures ® stage yesterday Hon. 
Foster moved the House into Committee of 
Supply. 

Col. Tisdale said that he desired to call 
the attention of the House tothe suspen- 
sion of Adjutant-Goneral Powell by Major- 
Genoral Herbert. Hoe pointed out the dii- 
ference botween the regular and voluntesr 
acrvices in Great Britain and also in Can- 
ada. There differences in the circumstances 
of life wore takon into account whon the 
Militia Act was framed. 

Ho then gave tho dotails of the incident 
which led to th ension of the Adjutaut- 
General and hought that if anyone 


hadthoright about itthe Minister 
of Militia was the man and not the Major- 
Gonoral, The whole matter was very 
trifling, Owing to the absence of the 


Major-Gonoral and the necessity for sounding 
the order tothe printer if it was to be io 
time to appear in that woek’s Canada 
Gozetto it wassent without the Major- 
Genoral's formal approval. He thought that 
for so trivinl a matterit was very severe 
treatment to suspend an officer who 
next to the Major Gener: 

had been in the mili 
he was a soldier almou 
bert was born, 

He refacred to Col. Powell as “the father 
of the Canadian militia,” and asid that up 
to the time of his suspension not a single 
complaint had ever beon made of the man- 
ner in which he had filled the position of 
Adjutant-Goneral, It was a mistake to 
suppose that the Major-General was an 
Imperial officer, He was appointed by 
order-in-council under the Militia Act, and 
was as much open to criticism as any other 
officer so appointed. 

To the 32 years since the formation of the 
Present militia aystom thore had never been 
so much friction as during the three yeare 
Major-General Herbert had been in com- 
mand, He thought the Genoral was not in 
touch with the force and that it would dis- 
integrate if some change was not made. 

Major Sam Hughes attacked the adminis- 
tration of General Herbert in « very lively 
atyle. He soverely criticized his action in 
passing over Capt. Manley when he should 
have boon promoted, in dismissing Licut.- 
Col. Lazier and in several other instances 
which he mentioned, Coming to the case 
of Col, Powell, he held that the Adjutant- 
General had never been suspended at 


for 40 years. In {not, 
before General Hor- 


all, as the Major - Genoral had 
not the power to suspend with- 
out the suthority of the Minister 
of Militia, and A called on the 
Ministor to tate whether or not 


the Adjutant-Goneral had been suspended, 
It would make a material difference in bia 
pay, and he hoped that the Minister would 
seo that the Colonel was not injured in that 


awy. 

Mr. Mulock defended the General for 
dismissing Colone! Lazier and threw the 
blame on the department. 

Mr. Seriver denounced the action of the 
Major-General in susponding Colonel 
Powell as upjast and unjustifiable, Ho 
favored a Canadian commandant of the 
Canadian militia and said Sir John Mac- 
donald was of the same opinion, 

Hon. Mr, Patterson said that any discus. 
sion of the suspension of Colonel Powell 
was premature, as he had not yet re- 
coived a reply from the Major-General. 
Whon that was received he would lay the 
matter bofore His Excellency. As-to the 
right of the General to suspend, he said 
there was no doubt the General 
would have the right in Kogland, 
but there was some doubt in Canada, 20 
he deolined to say anything about the case 
until it had been formally dealt with, 

He then took up the cases mebtioned by 
Mr. Hughes, entering into each one. As to 
Col, Lazier his dismissal was caused by the 
disorganization of hia battalion as well as 
by his ineubordination, Ho said that if 
niilitia officers wanted to have an effective 
militia force they would subject themselves 
to discipline and recognize that the mere 
fact that » man bad served 20 years did not 
justify his being insubordinate to his super- 
ior officer. 

This closed the discussion, 

Mr, Charlton rose at a quarter to 6 and 
commenced an attack on the fiscal policy of 
the Government, which he continued after 
recess, and wound up with an amendment 
to ths motion to go into supply, in which 
he condemned the Government for reckloss 
extravagance. 

Hon. Mr, Foster replied at some length, 
dofonding the financial policy of the Govern- 
ment, after which the House divided and 
the amendment was lost, 42 for to 87 
gs t 

Mr. Girouard (Jacques Cartier) brought 
up again the matter of Mr, Tarte’s charges 
against Quobeo judges by asking whothor 
the Premior had decided what course to 
puraue, 

Sir John replied at some length, review- 
ing Mr, Tarte’s charges and condemning 
their vagueness, He read letters from 
Judges Ouimet and Tellior indignantly 
denying the charges sod demand: 
ing investigation, He alto read 
a letter from Justice Jotte 
defending Mr Davidson and at- 
tacking Mr, Tarte, letter from 
tho Bishop of St inthe defending 
Judge ‘Tellier and condemning the action of 
Mr. Tarte, 

Mr. Tarte made another of his wildly 
abusive speoches, threatening tho judges 
and promising to do some terrible things 
some other time. He declined to make 
any definite charges and theatrically 
declared that he threw the responsibility 
ov the Minister of Justice, 

Mr. MoCarthy made a brief but spirited 
defence of the bench, and said it wa 
shame that a man should take advantage of 
his position asa member of Parliament to 
attack judges in this mannor without pro- 
oceding, intending to proceed, in 
manner to impeach them if 
thoro was any cause for impeachment, 
He thought some stops ought to taken 
by the House to provent a Fbpotition of 
such unnecmly attacks

A Broeze in the Concerning the 
Annual Grante dian Education, 
Wasnixotox, July 19.—When the To- 

dian Appropriation bit was taken up Mr, 

Quay (R., Pa.) prosented « petition oon. 

corning sppropriations for Indian education 

@t sootarian schools. The paper protests 

against “the violation of the American 

principle of separation of church and state” 
involved in the pending bill, 

‘The appropriation of $1,000,000 for the 
support of Indian day and induatrial schools 
and for other educational purposes pro- 
yoked a good deal of discussion, Mr. Platt 
(Rep., Conn.) taking the ground that all 
denominal or contract schools for Indian 
children should be gradually dispensed 
with and Government schools substituted 
for them, 

Mr. Galliner (., N.H.) referred to what 
he called tho ‘remarkable fact” that within 
the Inst cighty yoara the Catholic 
Church received $2,466,000 for the educa- 
tion of Indian children, while 15 other 
churches had received only a little more 
than one-half of thatamount, It was not 
to be wondered at, he said, that the other 
churches had come to the conslusion that it 
was timo to como back to the principle 
that church and stats ought to be di- 
yorced. 

Mr. Gallinger expressed the belief that 
thesu schools appropriations were in con+ 
travention of tho spirit ifuot the letter of 
the conatitution. He didnot beliave that 
Congreas could long stand on the ground 
which it occupied to day. There was al- 
ready « gathoring storm against appropriat. 
ing moncy for sectarian purposes, and that 
storm would break before a great while, 
Final action on the bill was postponed until 
to-morrow.

Wasiraton, Joly 21.—Crowde such aw 
had not thronged tho Senate in months pack- 
od the gallorics yesterday. ‘Tho House and 
the Providont had yesterday thrown down 
the gauntlot to tho Sonate on tho tariff 
question,and a pitchod battle was expected, 
An ominous hush was upon the Chamber 
whon the prosidont pro tom, Mr. Harris of 
Tennossoo, rappod tho Senate to order, At 
12,17 Senator Voorhees, chairman of the 
Finance Committos, roo in his place and 
eallod up the conferenos report on the Tariff 
bill. Withouta word of explanation hoyiolded 
the floor to Senator Smith of Now Jorsoy, 
who read  oaretully-propared speech, in 
Which ho said that the events of tho Int 24 
hours had oonfronted the Domooratio party 
with the possibility of the failure of all 
legislation at thie seasion. He believed in 
pacing the responsibility whore it belonged. 

Le oritioised the President for attompting 
to interfere with the prerogativos of the 
legislative branch of the government, but 
declarod ho should never bo intimidated by 
throata of tho President or utterances of 
sanocinten, 

Abt the conclusion of Sonator Smith's 
apooch Mr, Hill (New York) took the floor, 
and in the couree of his romarka sald; ‘Let 
me read from that remarkable letter of tho 
President's which was yostorday submitted 
to the House of Representatives. It ex+ 
presses better than can hope to do the 
true, sound and logical position of the 
Domooratic party upon this question,” 

After roading oxtraccs from this lettor 
Mr. Hill went on a» follows; Mr. Presi- 
dent, Lapprove overy word that I have 
quoted, Itisan honestand manly state. 
ment of the truo attitude which the party 
should assume in this crisis, Iam not re- 
quired to defend the propricty or wisdom 
of tho promulgation of this letter at this 
prune time, It may have been indiscrost, 

't may oporate asa firebrand to spread tho 

flumos of discord alrendy kindlod among 
party friends, honestly differing, aa I am 
disposed to concede, upon questions of pub- 
lio and party policy. In may widen tho 
breach alroady oxisting in this Senate, and 
in that view it may be regarded os unfor- 
tunate and ill-advised. It was o time for 
diplomacy, statesmanship and conciliation, 
rather than recrimination, denunciation 
and arraignment. But aside from the 
quoation of ita mero oxpodioncy, 1am hero 
to dofend the Presidenva lottor in so far os 
it demands that the pare shall not be load 
aatray into the violation of Democratic 
pledges and principles, 

“Upon the question of free raw materials 
the President ia right, end you know it, 
You cannot answor his arguments. You 
cannot successfully dispute his proposi- 
tions. You oannot doubt his sincerity and 

atriotism, You must yield in the end to 

Rie views. You cannot stand up against 
the sentiment of the great Democratio 
masses of tho oountry which will rally 
around the President in his contest with 
you upon this partioular branch of tho 
achedule, The time to yield is now, be- 
fore there is further humiliation, ombar- 
rasament and discord, 

“Mr, President, having demonstrated 
that the true Democratic theory of revenue 
reform requires that free raw materiuls 
should bo its distinguishing feature, let ue 
nexd enquire what is the condition which 
now confronts us, 

“The Senate bill which has been passed 
violatos this Domocratio theory, and while 
{t reduces the duty on iron, conl, load and 
some other raw matorials from those im- 
posed under the McKinley bill, and in that 
respect is commendable, it novertholoss 
imposes some duties thereon and thereby 
faila to redeem our pledges. It is nota 
question of the amount of duties which 
may be imposed; a question of principle 


is involved, and a single penny 
duty violates our promises and places 
us in  o  falso position. As tho 


Presidont well says, there can be no com- 
promise on o matter of this character, 
where » vital principle is ot atake. 

“The Heuso of Representatives, fresh 
from the people, which roprosents more dis- 
tinotly and peculiarly than we do the tax- 
ing power of tho pooplo, repudiates our 
bill, and a Democratic Prosident has empha- 
sized that repudiation, and the condition 
whioh confronts us is one of extreme em- 
barrassmont, 

“Shall we advance or retreat? Shall we 
surrender to the House while we can do so 
honorably, or shall we wait until we are 
driven to it? In the light of tho lotter of 
the President the House cannot honorably 
rotreat. It has uo other alternative except 
to insist upon its bill whorein it provides 
for free raw materials, ‘Che President can- 
not approve the Senate bill after what he 
has said in his romarkable lottor, He ar- 
raigns the Senato ond intimates that the 
enactment of the Senate bill moans ‘party 
porfidy and party dishonor,’ Thoso are 
strong words, which the President of the 
United States would not use towards a 
measure which he over expected afterwards 
to approve. 

©This lotter, unusual and unprecedented 
in ite charactor and method of promulgation 
though it m , novertholeas cloarly fora 
shadows a ve.v of the Senate bill, even if 
the House should finally conour in our 
amendments. What person would oxpect 
tho Prosident to approve tho Senate bill 
after this vigorous and scathing denunoia- 
tion contained in his letter? You would 
think lestof him for his glaring incon: 
alatonoy. 

“No, thie lettor is significant; it ia 
bold, vigorous, even if an imprudont letter, 
it moans war to the knife aguinat the Sen- 
ate bill. lt justifies much that has been 
said against tho Sonate bill during tho laut 
threo months, It moana that it can never 
recolyo executive approval; it means that 
the Senate cannot be permitted to abandon 
or surrender the great underlying principles 
for which w¢ atruggled aud loot io 1888 and 
fought and won in 1892, The Prosidont is 
right—thore in no middle ground which we 
oan occupy. No bill which 
vide for froe raw materials can bo pormitted 
to bocome m law.

400 LBS. OF POWDER EXPLODE. 


Fort Pulaski Nearly Wrecked By «a Man 
Who Wanted to Get Rid of Mosquitoes, 


Savannau, July 21,—An explosion of 
400 pounds of loose powder at Fort Pulaski 
ab a.m, yestorday fatally wounded 
Ordnance Sergt. William QOhinn, seriously 
injured Mary Washington, his mother- 
in-law, and set fire to the fort, 
causiog intermittent explosions of ammu- 
nition and doing much damage to 
the structure, Just after brookfast Sergt. 
Chinn went into the storeroom, where le 
had hie carpenter tools, to do some work. 
In the room were several casks of powdor, 
in all 400 pounds, and a lot of fixed 
ammunition. Ho took s handful of the 
powder from one ot the open casks, wet it 
at tho pump and then placed it in the mid- 
dle of the room, igniting it in order to 
drive out the mosquitoes, Incarrying the 
handful of powder from the cask he 
trail of dry powder from the middle of the 
floor right up tothe oask, Assoon as ho 
had ignited the powder it burned 
along the trail and the 400 pounds 
exploded. There were threo large ex- 
plosions, each within a few soconds of 
the other, Mary Washington, his mother- 
in-law, who was approaching the door at

ore Was nothing in the shapo of a 
caucus Saturday, although Senators charged 
with responsibility in sonnection with the 
Tariff bill called upon their colleagues and 
endeavored to get nome light upon the 
situation, A prominent Democratic 
leader told reporter thas unless 
something altogether unexpected happen- 
ed before the Senate met Monday 
all hope of tariff logislation ab thi ion 
of Congrous would 135 doomed to disappoint- 
ment, Tho Sonator oxpreasing this opinion 
ja notono of the so-called consorvatives, 
Thore will be no caucus to discuss tho aitu- 
ation, and thus far tho distatioflud elements 
have kept cloar of thoircollongues and have 
declined to tall of the situation. They de 
clare that there is nothing to discuss; it 
must bo the Senate bill or nothing. The 
managers of tho bill on the part of the Sen- 
ato realize this. 

One of them maid to-night: “What can 
wedo? Therois noshing to compromise; 
we went to the extreme of compromise 
when the bill was in committees, Tho 
House asks ua to do something that is im-

Orrawa, July 24.—Tho 
fired, the band bas played, Biack- 
rod has made bis traditional bow dd 
the fourth session of the Fifth Parliament is 
atauond, The closing ceromontos wore 
not no impouing as the opening. The gal- 
leries in the Senate Chambor were woll 
filled, but thero were very fow ladies on 
the oor, and the number of Senators pres- 
ent could have been counted on one's fingers 
without much trouble, The day was de- 
lightful and the outside attendance corres: 
pondingly large, 

Thore was o short seasion at 11, at which 
a lotter was road from His KExoollency's 
aecretary announcing prorogation for 3 
o'clock, at which hour the Speaker took 
the chair and immediately aftor the three 
sounding knocks, which are popularly aup- 
posed to be given by the’ Gontloman Ushor 
of the Biackrod, but which are really 
given by Harris, the  door-k 
wero heard, The Sergoant-at-Arma ao 
nounced a m: ¢ from His Excellency, 
aud permission being givea for him to 
entor, Blackrod made hia appearanoe, Mr. 
Kimbor haw boon ill and looked far from 
woll, so that his bows lacked thoir accus- 
tomed auppleness, and probably for the firat 
time in his life he retired from the Com. 
mons Chamber without the customary 
round of applause. 

Arrived in the Senate Chamber the 
usual formality of assenting to the 136 
billa which bad been passed this session 
was gono through with, after which Hla 
Excellency delivered the formul proroging 
speech, 

Speech From tha Throne 
Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate; Gentle 
mien of the House of Commons: 

In bringing to o conclusion this laborious 
seasion of Parliament L have to thank you 
for the aasiduity aud zeal with which you 
have attended to the various matters which 
have been brought before you. I congratu- 
late you upon the notable fact that the 
invitation which my Government extended 
to the Governments of the other colonies to 
scnd representatives to Canada to confer on 

ters affecting their mutual ioterests 
was BO promptly accepted; and that Her 
Majeaty'’s Government also enhanced the 
dignity and usefalness of the conference by 
sonding 4 representative to assist at its 
deliberations, It is confidently hoped that 
the results of the conference will be found 
beneficial to the colonies and to the empire 
generally. The ratification of the treaty 
of commerce with Franco will load, I hope, 
toa large increase in our exports and an ex- 
tension of friendly relations with that 
country, J trust that the arduous work 
which has engaged you in re-sdjusting the 
dutics of customs will accomplish the de- 
sired result of adapting the tariff to the 
preaunt conditions of the various classes of 
our population, 

The statutes of the session will show that 
tho laws affecting many public interests 
have been revised and greatly improved by 
your efforts, and I observe that you have 
likewise madv genorous provision tor publio 
improvements which are designed to in- 
crease the facilities for travel and transpor- 
tation throughout the country.

He carefally quoted from the Prosi- 
dent's public utterances to demonstrate 
that Mr. Cleveland had boon wedded to 
that doctrine since he sont his famous tariff 
mosaage to Congress in 1887. 

Noither did Mr, Hill bolieve that Mr, 
Cleveland could be held responsible for the 
unofticial utterances of Secretary Carlisle, 
but, roterring to tho official utterances of 
the Seoretary of the Treasury, ho pointed 
out that until thie present quostion arose 
both Mr. Cloveland and Mr. Carlisle were 
consistont and in harmony. 

“Whon Mr, Cleveland saw that bis Sen- 
ate bill placed # duty on coal and iron ore, 
the proporty of the rich,” said Mr. Hill, 
dramatically, and removed the duty from 
wool, the product of the farmor, he would 
have boon falso to himueclf, false to his 
pledges and false to his party. He called 
attention to the disorimiuatinn and incon- 
tistonoy. 

“He spoke too candidly, too earnostly; 
thatis why he was criticized. Did not 
thowo very senators who criticized Mr. 
Olevoland yesterday go to the President 
and plead and implore him to stand by the 
bill they framed? Did they not realize how 
tamo and weak any bill would be that did 
not have the approval of a Democratic 
President?

Mr. Hill proceeded in impassioned tones 
to say thatin the Inst baif century th 
Sonate chamber had witnessed great scenes 
nnd grows debates. But yesterday in the 
presence of a great crowd conspicuous 
Senatorig) lender of the Democratic party 
had summoned senator after sonator with 
the formality of m judicial proceeding to 
put the President of the United States on 
trial by impeachment. 

Those Senatora detailed private conver- 
sations with the President. They admit 
that the President at all times urged free 
raw material, Yot they inferred, or oon- 
cluded, or supposed, that ho wanted tho 
Senate bill. 

And in view of this apprehension of the 
President's wishes it was but natural ho 
should write an honest, frank, manly letter 
to Chairman Wilson, Soroly the President 
could never have anid anything to these 
scnators which bound him irretrievably to 
tho Senate bill, as they would have jit un- 
doratood, 

he President did not indulge in idle and 
random comment, added Mr, Hill. These 
senators, therefore, had discuesed a subject 
| in general terms, They had not received 
| tho matured and well-weighed opinion of 
the President. He hed not attempted te 
| pase in deliberate judgment on propositions 
thoy presented to him. 

“Mr. Prosident,” said the Senator with 
one hand raised on high, ‘I am not ordi: 
narily a defender of the President, 
[Laughter.] I havemy grievances. I have 
received nothing from him. I differ from 
him, especially on matters of party policy 
in my own state, but I agree with him in 
this principle, and I am brond-minded 
enough to defeod him when he is unjustly 
attacked,”

Tho 
pagan people at their New Yoar fonsts 
presented each other with eggs as a type 
of the new life of nature, which they 
colored to show their joy at the returo 
of spring, while the Romans celebrated 
their Year with egg games in 
honor of Custor and Pollux. The Druids 
used eggs in the worship of the goddess 
Evstre. What wonder, with all tho 
traditions aod superstitions connected 
with t ee, that this custom was con- 
tinued, even had it not been an appro- 
priate em! of the Resurrection. The 
early Christians continued this practice, 
and colored the eggs red to symbolize 
the blood of their redemption, St 
Augustine recognized the egg as a type 
of hope. Marble eggs have been found 
in the tombs of saints and martyrs. 
The contrast between the cold, lifeless 
egg, and the wari, downy chicken, full 
of life and motion, may well have made 
the former an emblem of the endless life 
of the soul, :

The Chinoso wore unable to make 
any offective resistance, They wore thrown 
into great confusion and many jamped 
overbourd to excape the hot fire. 
Tho Japanose loos was inconsiderable, but 
that of the Chinese was yory heavy, many 
of the troops on board tho transports being 
drowned, 

Tho Chineno officials hore do not confiem 
theso dispatches. They are exceedingly 
reticent an to every report concerning hoa 
tilition ia Coron, 

The deolaration of war haa caused koen 
oxoltement among all classes here, Business 
in virtually suspended, although many 
amallor firma have made desultory efforts to 
wustain thelr trade, The Europeans have 
meibared at the Shanghai Club to 

incuss tho mongre roporta from Coren, 
Tho position of the Japancae residents ie 

recarious, Tor weeks the more prosper- 
ous Japanose havo beon leaving the city, 
but many of the poorer and middle-clasa

Negotiations to Vroserve Penoe, 

Lonpon, July 28.—In the House of Com- 
mona yesterday Mr, Sydney Buxton, Under 
Colonial Secretary, announced that tolo- 
grama from the British mioietera at Tokyo 
and Pekin, received lace last night, related 
solely to negotiations to preserve peace be- 
twoen China and Japan. 

Sir Edward Grey, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, questioned concerning the differ- 
ences between China aud Japan. In roply 
Sir Edward said tho convention between 
China and Japan concluded in 1885 stipu- 
lated that, in the event of any grave dia- 
turbancos in Cores, the two powers wore at 
liberty to send troops to that country to 
restore order, Upon the outbreak of the 
recont rebellion in Coren both goverumenta 
sent troops to suppress it, and consequently 
the relations between the two were critical, 

Her Majesty's Government on July 19, 
ho said, had wired the Governments at 
Borlin, St, Poteraburg, Paris and Rome, 
inviting them to send instructions to their 
reprosontatives in Tokyo and Pekin to join 
in endeavors to avert war, The govern- 
menta mentioned had sent instructions in 
accordance with the request. The Foreign 
Office, he said, had no information that 
any hostilities had occurred. 


The Legations Got News From the Papers, 

Lonpon, July 28,—The report that war 
has beon declared between China and Japan 
is conficmed by a tolegram received at 1 
p.m. by Hugh Mathieson & Co., the Chinero 
Government agents in London. Neither 
the Chinese nor tho Japanese Ministor 
had up to noon received .any ad 
vicos confirmatory of the report that 
fighting has actually occurred between tho 
forces of warships of the two powers, At 
both legations it is naserted that tho only 
jnformation they have that war has been 
‘declared haa boen obtained from nowapaper 
despatches. ‘They nlso say they have no 
intormation in regard to the reported cap 
ture of the King of Corea, 

Many more merchants and shippore en- 
gagod in the Enatern trade have received 


cablegrams this evening to the effect that | 


war had been declared, hostilities had been 
begun and businosa had dropped almost to 
noro, 

Sir Thomas Suthorland, M.P,, Chairman 
of the P. and O. Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, said in an interview this evening: 

“China in the long run will be victorious, 
owing to her enormous resources and un- 


limited — woalth. This is not ao 
yory fortunate position for Japan, 
whioh, in addition to her financial 
trouble, may have to copo with internal 


revolution, China is fortunate in having 
auch o financier as Sir Robert Hart, her 
Inspector-General of Customs, and such a 
soldier as Li Hung Chang, her Viceroy. 
China doubtless will employ only levios 
from the north and contre.

Some Rigid Tests of tho Quality ofa 
Oemoent for Pavoment 

Mayor Walmsley is in rece'pt of a lettor 
from the Secietary of the Cement Ooms 
mittee ofthe Canadian Society of En- 
Rinvers submitting some approved tests 
for coment for pavement. He says that | 
there are several grades of cemont on the 
market and it is «extremely important that 
ouly the best should be used. The cemont 
committee recommends the following tests: | 

The finer a censent is, other things be- 
ing equal, tho better it is, It is advised 
that cements shail not have more than 
6 p. c. residue on the 2500 mesh sieve. 

The spo-ific gravity affords the only 
means ol determini g the calcination of » 
cemont with certainty, and is hence of 
high value." It vari«s according to the 
brand and the quantity of lime between 
(for fresh samples) 3 12 and 3.25. 

Test cemen: for blowing (oresence of 
free lim ). The Committee does not feel 
like committing iteelf to any positive state- 
monte: Lt 18 certainly advisable to use 
Faija’s apparatus, and in order to seule 
poinis ind spute it is suggested that boil- 
ing first class well known cements be tried 
torcomparison, Sampl-s are prepared in 
the way cf thin pats on sheet glass. After 
hardening in air they are pl.ced in warm 
water, #sy 115° F., and allowed to remain 
for 25 to 48 hours ; il they do not leave 
the giass or crack, it is considered certain 
that no free lim in a form to cause injary 
to the mortar is present,

By the Sinking of the Troop- 
ship Off Round Island. 


LATEST NEWS FROM SEAT OF WAR. 


The Warship Tano-Khan Was Disabled 
Nefore Yielding—The Grn Sinugh- 
ter Wan on the Kow Bb Dlouth of 
the Yangise-Kiang Wrotwesed by Tor. 
pedors, 


Loxpon, July 30.—The Central Nows 
has this despatch trom Shanghai; The 
Chinese warship from Taao-Khan, which 
wan captured by a Japanese warship off the 
sonst of Round Island, was equipped partly 
for Sighting. 

Although completely outmatched by the 
Japancse oral ihe offered e resistance 
and lost fully a hundred mon, killed and 
wounded, before sha yielded, Sho was 
entirely disabled when the Japanese board. 
od hor, 

The troopship Kow-Shung tried to got 
away as noon as tho Japanese warships 
began their attack, aud nade only o weak 
running fight. The Japanese guns swept 
hor decks and carried off the Chinese 
soldiers by the score. ‘The latest estimate 
of the nambor who arrived hore is 1700. 
Only 40 survived the fight. It is said that 
all hor officers wore killed before she wont 
down, 

The announcement that tho rest of tho 
Chineso traneports arrived safely at Corea 
and landed their men is confirmed. On the 
27th the Japanose fusiladed houvily those 
who had landed on the 26th 
at Yachan, ‘I'he , Japunose — officors 
hoped thos to prevent the junction of 
the Chinese with tho Coreans near 
Seoul, Whether they accomplished thoir 
pbjvot is not known, 

No news of the hostiliti 
tainod trom Pekin, M aro refused 
at tho telegraph office Tho outlying 
battalions of the northern army are concen- 
trating rapidly at Taku, the rendezvous
